UNIVERSITY ENDS 
SIX WEEKS TERM 


Short Session of Summer 


School Comes to 


Close Friday. 


University of Nebraska summer 
school students enrolled in the six 
weeks summer session 
completed 


their work Friday. While a total of 
1,250 students finished courses off- 
ered in the six weeks term, only 
754 are through with summer school. 
The others are taldne courses 
in 
the nine weeks period which ends 
August 5. Of the 1.250 ending their 
six weeks work, 933 are women and 
317 men. 
Opportunities for combining work 
in the six and nine weeks sessions 
were increased this summer by al- 
lowing students who could stay on 
the campus but six weeks to register 
for academic work in the nine week 


period and complete the subject by 
extension. 


About 500 students ar« taking the 


work in both session*, according to 
R. D. Moritz. director of the sum- 
mer session. Of this number, near- 
ly 100 have taken advantage of the 
new provision of finishing nine week 
subjects through the extension divi- 
sion. 


"The present plan seems to work 
the best of any previously tried 
and undoubtedly will be continued 
in the 1932 session," Professor Mor- 
itg said. 


Flexible Plan Advantageous. 


An analysis of the enrollment as 
prepared by Director Moritz shows 
that a large number of students 
took advantage of the flexible plan 
of permitting any combination ot 
registration as long as the total did 
not exceed nine credit hours. 
Registration in the various ses- 


sions follows: nine weeks, 1,390; six 
weeks. 754; four 
weeks, 11; 
two 


weeks; 27; nine and six weeks, 498; 
nine, six and four weeks, 2; nine 
and four weeks, 2; nine, six and two 
wseks, 5; nine and two \v'eeks, 4; 
six and two weeks, 10. 
"The morale of the student body 


has been the best this year of any 
period since I have been with tht 
university." stated Mr. Moritz today, 
commenting upon student activities 
this summer. "There has been 
a 
closer spirit of co-operation and of 
friendliness between faculty mem- 
bers and Students. Very little crit- 
icism or 
faultfinding 
has 
been 


heard. This is probably due, 
in 
some measure, to the improved con- 
ditons in the library and the recre- 
ational program outlned by the stu- 
dent executive committee."

</p)_Focusing the worlds' spotlight 
on their native land with the first 
trans-Atlantic flight from America 
to Hungary, Captains Alexander 
Magyar and, George Endres gave 
themselves up today to the plaudits 
of their countrymen. 
They landed the monoplane "Jus- 


tice for Hungary" near the village 
of 
Bicske, fourteen 
miles 
from 


Budapest, at 7:40 p. m. (1:40 p. m. 
eastern standard time) last night, 
misiing their goal by the scantiest 
of margins because their fuel ran 
out. 
They had flown 3,239 miles 


from Harbor Grace, N. P., in 26 
hours and 22 minutes since Wednes- 
day noon after a short hop from 
Roosevelt Field, N. Y., on Monday. 


Their plane came down in a 


forced landing by the side of a rail- 
road track, damaging the propeller 
and one wing but inflicting no in- 
jury on the pilots. They crawled 
out and telephoned the news of 
their arrival to Matyasfold air- 
drome. Another plane brought them 
to the city. 


Crowds Despaired. 


A crowd had waited to receive 


them but thousands had gone home 
in despair. The men were taken 
first to the home of Premier Beth- 
len where he and members of the 
cabinet felicitated them on their 
achievement in behalf of Hungary's 
rights. 


Later, over tankards' of beer, they 


told how diminishing gasoline over 
land and heavy storms over water 
had made their feat a hazardous 
one. 


"We hardly saw anything of the 


ocean during the trip," one of them 
said, "it was wrapped in dense 
blankets of fog. We were overtaken 
by a severe storm towards midnight 
last night. The storm lasted three 
hours and shook the plane very 
badly.

DASENBROCK IS 
ALLOWEDCLAIM 


Substituted for Bank in 


McHugh Judgment 


Case. 


John D. and Jennie B. Dasen- 


brock were given judgment for $3,- 
87735 in an oider made by District 
Judge Frost Friday in the creditor's 
judgment case brought by George 
B. Buckner against Bartley Mc- 
Hugh and William McHugh. A de- 
cree v.as enteied in the case nearly 
a year ago but was vacated follow- 
ing the filing of a petition of inter- 
vention on behalf of the Dasen- 
brocks by Attorney J. L. Brown. 


During the prior hearing on the 


case, the Farmers bank of Prairie 
Home came into the case as an 
intcrvenor. The decree of the court 
lound that Buckner was entitled to 
$6,87735 on his claim and the in- 
tervening bank after payment of 
that amount, was entitled to $3.- 
877.35. Frost's latest ruling is that 
the Dasenbrocks are entitled to the 
judgment rendered in favor of the 
bank in the first decree. 
Buckner Gets Judgment First. 
Other parts of the first decree are 


left unchanged by the new order. 
The judgments run against a claim 
of $16,275 which the McHughs held 
against the George W. Stabler es- 
tate. By virtue of the modified 
order Buckner gets his judgment 
first, the Dasenbrocks are next in 
order, and the McHughs are left 
the remaning interest in the Stabler 
claim. 
The Dasenbrocks alleged the bank 


assigned to them, for an adequate 
consideration its interest in the 
claim against the McHughs. Testi- 
mony was adduced at the reopened 
hearing that the bank concealed 
from the Dasenbrocks, now living 
in Idaho, that it was laying claim 
to a judgment until after the de- 
cree of the court had been entered. 


The Dasenbrocks formerly owned 


the Farmers bank. Testimony was 
given that in. consideration, of the 
furnishing by Dasenbrock at the 
time of the sale of the bank to the 
present owners of additional secur- 
ity to cover the loans made by him, 
the present bank owners assigned to 
him their interest in the McHugh 
judgment. 
The intervention of the Dasen- 


brocks added further complications 
to an intricate case. George Buck- 
ner first brought the action against 
Bartley McHugh and his son, Wil- 
liam McHugh, claiming that they 
had conspired together to defraud 
the creditors of Bartley McHugh. 


Allows Attorney Fee. 


During testimony on the case, the 


McHughs alleged that the father 
had received approximately $17,000 
for a farm, which sum he had con- 
verted into currency and kept in a 
bureau drawer. It was alleged that 
he made his son, William, a gift of 
$15 000. The son, in turn, made 
loans of S13.000 to George W. 
Stabler receiving notes for which 
he sought to collect the $16,275 as 
principal and interest at the death 
of Stabler. The court held with the 
claims of Buckner and the Farmers' 
bank that the interest in the claim 
properly rested with Bartley and 
not with William McHugh. 
Judge Frost m his modified order 


allovrad T. F. A. Williams $750 
against the judgment given the 
Dasenbrocks for representing the 
Farmers' bank at the reopened 
hearing. In case the Dasenbrocks 
do not get the full amount of the 
judgment because of insufficiency 
of the fund, Williams is not to 
have more than one-third of what 
they do receive.

Supreme Court Affirms 


Equalization Board's 


Assessment. 


Assessment of the Northwestern 


railroad's property in Nebraska for 
1931 
as determined by the state 


board of equalization was upheld by 
the Supreme court in a decision 
handed down Friday morning. The 
assesment was finally made at $28,- 
410,095. 


The assessment was first fixed 


last July at $28,435,820 as being 75 
per cent of the market value of 
the railroad's property in the state, 
as required under federal court 
order of several years ago. Objec- 
tions to the assessment by the rail- 
road were overruled but in August 
the proceedings were reopened so 
that additional evidence could be 
submitted. 
In October, county clerks were 


authorized to collect the amount of 
the uncontested assessment while in 
January, the case was closed by the 
board by a slight reduction in the 
assessment but not to the point 
asked by the railroad. 
Two Objections Overruled.' 


The Northwestern fought the as- 


sessment on two grounds, that it 
was excessive and that the board 
could not enter an order in Jan- 
uary 1931 for 1930 assessments. 
Neither objection was sustained by 
the Supreme court. 
By 5 to 2 decisions, the court up- 


held the trial court decisions rela- 
tive to banking matters in which it 
had been held that a prior lien on 
assets of failed banks should be 
given where trust funds to the bank 
had been misused by the institution 
and mingled with other assets. Jus- 
tices Good and Eberly disented. Jus- 
tice Paine concurred in the result 
but not in the opinion. 


The three cases were brought to 


the court from Polk county in set- 
tlement of claims against the re- 
ceiver of the Farmers State bank 
of Polk. The court affirmed trial 
court grants of priority on claims 
of Edward A. Lindquist, Lewis S. 
Loomer and Freeman E. Runquist 
et al.

GOOD JAH.S NEEDED. 


What Nebraska needs more than anything else just 


at the present Is about seventy-five new, modern 
county jaijs. Apparently the only safe place for In- 
carcerating desperate criminals is the penitentiary, 
and every person in the state knows that it is already 
full to overflowing, so that desperadoes long ago sen- 
tenced are serving their time in the jails of the 
various counties. 


County boards should have no hesitancy In erect- 


ing the required institutions, which will without doubt 
pay large returns on the investment, providing, of 
course, the funds are available for construction? The 
state refuses to provide adequate priso'n facilities and 
is paying and will continue to pay to the counties 
much more for the keep of convicts than the'interest 
on such investment as would be required amounts to 
This is mighty poor business, but It must be good 
politics or the plan wouldn't be followed. 


One of the men who escaped in Omaha Thursday 


had been sentenced to the penitentiary, but there1 
was no room for him here, so he was left In the 
Douglas county jail, thereby adding to the com- 
fortable income of the sheriff, at the expense of the 
people of the entire state. The other two were sus- 
pects identified as the robbers of the Mijrdock bank, 
placed in the Omaha jail for "safe keeping." 


As a matter of fact, the state should not only have 


an adequate penitentiary, but each county should 
have a modern jail. Cass county should not have 
been required to send its prisoners to Omaha, nor 
should Dundy county have found it necessary to send 
its robber suspects to McCook. But conditions are 
practically the same all over the statp. Few county 
jails are modern from a sanitary standpoint and 
fewer still are suitable for the confinement of des- 


LET THE TRUTH BE KNOWN. 


There is a tigerish indignation in the reply which 


Mrs. A. B. Fall, wife of the former secretary of the 
interior, made to the speech of President Hoover 
in dedicating the Harding memorial at Marion. 


Throughout her entire statement runs that spirit 


which reveals womanhood at its best. She is de- 
fending the man she loves, the father of her children, 
her companion through years of riches and happi- 
ness and poverty and despair. Answering Mr. ^Hoover 
directly on charges the late ^President Harding jvasj perate men_ The greater number of them were'built 


many years ago and intended merely for the confine- 
ment of petty offenders. 


In these days it was understood that there would 


always be room in the penitentiary for desperadoes 
and for persons convicted of felonies. But conditions 
have changed. The state neglects to provide facili- 
ties for housing its own convicts and of course hasn't 
room for those who have not yet .been found guilty. 
It is therefore up .to the counties to build and to 
build well. The crime menace in the United States 
is not abating and we cannot afford to keep turning 
loose men who are known to be desperate criminals. 


Good jails are not the only essentials, however, as 


is shown by what is transpiring in Omaha. Officials 
must be chosen for fitness, and for that alone. 


betrayed by men he trusted. Mrs. Fall says her hus- 
band, acting in his official capacity as a member of 
the Harding cabinet, made no move in the oil-leasing 
transactions that was not known to his superior and 
approved by him. 


They say a mother will sacrifice her life gladly in 


order to serve her children. Although the world may 
forsake them, may exile them from decent society, 
from the unquenchable fountain of mother-love 
comes that cooling, healing faith, which refuses to 
give them up.' There are wives who are equally de- 
voted to their husbands; who. although all the world 
may think harshly, still have implicit confidence in 
their "man." Mrs. Fall, splendid pioneer of New 
Mexico, Is that kind of a woman. Wealth and social 
position and charming, engaging, influential friends 
had been hers. She, who had been accustomed to 
deference arid leadership, suddenly found herself 
isolated, lonely, in a bleak and critical world. Her 
husband's friends were gone, his wealth had been 
wiped out. They were virtually penniless and ostra- 
cised. There has been little of the fine and the 
heroic to relieve the sordidness of the Fall drama but 
what there is has been supplied by Mrs. Fall and her 
daughter. What a comfort they have been to the 
husband and father! How they have stood by his 
side, reaffirming their faith, pledging their love, nurs- 
ing him, comforting him, fighting his battles and 
shielding him to the last ounce of their strength 
against the blows which have fallen upon him. 
* * • 


All of that Is again forcefully brought to the atten- 


tion of the American people by Mr. Hoover's Me- 
morial address at the Harding tomb and the con- 
tinuing storm, of discussion -which it provoked. In- 
stead of quieting down, the discussion seems to gain 
new strength each day. 


When the full import of Mrs. Fall's statement is 


considered the interest which has been inspired is 
not surprising. Literally what she is charging is that 
President Harding had full knowledge of the details 
of a, transaction which the Supreme court of the 
United States later declared was void because it was 
corrupt and fraudulent. In defense of her husband, 
she carries the dishonor of the wretched mess to the 
doorstep of the White House. And Mr. Harding, who 
has been dead for nearly ten years, and Mrs. Harding, 
who joined her husband in death a few years later, 
are not here to defend his name against the accusa- 
tion. There is a chorus of shame over what has the 
appearance of a desecration of the grave. Let him 
rest in peace, say the American people, and let his 
name be secure against the tarnish of the greatest 
scandal in American history. 


Such a course conforms to the ordinary American 


conception of the common decencies of life. Death 
ends' it. Although one may have been the storm 
center of criticism while living, sharp tongues are 
hushed when he dies. So much that is commendable 
and deserving in Mrs. Fall's plea is overlooked in the 
general chorus of disapproval of her action in mak- 
ing President Harding a partner with her husband 
in the leasing of the Teapot Dome and the Elk Hill 
oil reserves. What good can be served by reviving 
it Is the question in thousands of minds. He Is dead 
and his memory should oe spared and held sacred. 
Were he to defend himself then it would be emi- 
nently proper to trace responsibility to the last man. 
• • • 


Only those embraced in the intimate "family 


circle" In Washington in the brief period of the 
Harding administration will clear up the enigma of 
the oil scandals and other equally puzzling develop- 
ments of that day. It has been charged repeatedly 
the leasing matters were discussed in cabinet meet- 
ings and were common knowledge of the members. 
Even President Hoover, as the secretary of the de- 
partment of commerce, had been apprised of the 
pendlne lease, it has been charged. 


HUNGERING FOR NEWS. 


One of the most interesting phases of the present 


German crisis is to observe the type and inclination 
of the people heard discussing the problem., Edu- 
cators and professional men would be expected to 
follow the news on the situation keenly. But the 
novel thing is to listen to typical "flaming youth" 
of the university campus inserting talk of Germany 
into conversations about tonight's "date." Clerks, 
laborers and every other type of human being also 
seem to be vitally interested. 


The whole thing is a tribute to modern means of 


communication and transportation. With the aid of 
mechanical genius, the keen, searching' sense of the 
press stretches out into every corner of the globe 
and brings home a daily resume of current history. 


As the world has been brought closer together, the 


economic condition of one nation necessarily affects 
all others to a much greater degree. For that reason, 
there is cause indeed for the man in Lincoln to be 
concerned about someone else several thousand miles 
away. 


Nothing in recent years has so demonstrated that 


American isolation was a fable as the German 
crisis. Day by day the American public is demanding 
more thorough coverage in its newspapers of world 
events. What few people have appreciated is the 
enterprise of the newspaper in anticipating that 
desire, and bringing into the home for a few cents 
a complete account of the world today. 


COURTS. LAWYERS, AND TYPEWRITERS. 


Members of the Nebraska bar association who were 


behind the recent unsuccessful attempt to require 
the state supreme court to furnish written opinions 
in all cases decided by it, no matter how trivial the 
issues might be and regardless of the fact that many 
cases are appealed on points which it has previously 
ruled upon at length, apparentl- do not have the 
backing of their profession generally. 


The recent issue of the American Bar Association 


Journal contains an editorial article strongly com- 
mending the action of Governor Bryan in vetoing 
this measure after it passed the legislature. This may 
be taken as an authorized expression of the majority 
sentiment among law practitioners -who have risen 
above the pettifogging class. 


Courts are not perfect nor infallible, and they never 


will be. But they are presumed to be acting as un- 
prejudiced umpires in legal disputes, and the judges 
composing them are supposed to possess a fair knowl- 
edge of the principles of law and equity. They ought 
to be able, in a good many instances, to arrive at a 
determination of the issues without furnishing a de- 
tailed set of specifications as to the precise manner 
in which they reached their conclusions. 


If our judicial system is worthy of public confi- 


dence, it Is entitled to a large measure of freedom 
in the handling- of cases. The time of judges, whose 
salaries are paid by all the people, is worth some- 
thing: and here is no good reason -why a large part 
of their time should be wasted in grinding out opin- 
ions in minor cases, merely to satisfy contentious

will be established. It is vital the truth should be 
known, regardless of the names besmirched as a re- 
sult of Jt. The reason why there is such an insistent 
demand Fall should serve his sentence of a year in 
prison Is that it should be a symbol in American 
justice. He is broken in health and hasn't many 
years to live. He may die before he emerges from 
confinement. His clamorous career as a prospector 
in the Old West and Jn Mexico, his rise to political 
prominence, his participation in national affairs.

My mother, 72 years of age, emi- 
grated frorJa Holland and reared six 
sons in this country.

66 she sud- 
denly became skeptical about the 
Bible, and now mourns her unbelief. 
How can she be rid of this mental 
enslavement? 


ANSWER. 
Prom what you say about your 


mother's character I am disposed to 
think that she has not lost her faith 
in the heart of the Bible but in some 
of its forms of expression. You 
gratefully refer to her "spiritual re- 
ligion" and how faithfully she in- 
stilled its principles by word and 
deed into her family. I wijl under- 
take the assertion that every prin- 
ciple of that religion can be found 
in the Scriptures. 
• She holds steadfastly to truth as 
against error, candor as against de- 
ceit, clean living in mind and body 
as against the unclean. According 
to your account, her life has been 
an embodiment of these virtues, and 
her example a repudiation of these 
vices.' So far- she is the child of 
the Bible as the sacred literature of 
whatever is pure, just, honorable 
and of good report. Emphasize this 
inseparable uni~i of her personal 
character with its teachings. 
But there are dogmatic assump- 
tions about the Bible against which 
her rebellion as a Chrisian woman 
is justified. She does not have to 
accept all parts of Holy Scripture as 
inerrant or infallible or of equal 
value.

No Sixth Sense For Blind. 


(New York World-Telegram.) 
The blind have no actual "sixth 
tense," Halvdan Karterud, chair- 
man of the Norwegian Association 
for the Blind, told delegates from 
thirty-six nations at the world con- 
ference on work for the blind in 
New York recently, at which Helen 
Keller welcomed delegates. 
"The laity believes that Nature 


has endowed those born blind with 
has endowed those born blind with 
more acute senses of hearing and 
feeling- than other veople," Kar- 
terud said. "But it is really stern 
necessity that forces the blind to 
learn to use the senses they pos- 
sess better than other people do, so 
they can supplement the absent 
sense as far as possible. 
"The blind person receives his 


perception of space principally by 
the aid of his hearing. When he 
tries to conceive a space of a cer- 
tain size he will think of the acous- 
tic phenomena attached to it, such 
as the particular resonance certain 
sounds will produce. 


"A person born blind does not 
possess the least idea of seeing. For 
him there is neither light nor dark- 
ness, neither the starry sky nor the 
splendor of colors. He will be un- 
able to feel the want of sight in 
the same way as the person who 
has been able to see." 
Donation Lelievre, director of the 
French National Federation, spoke 
to the 100 delegates on the value 
of music as a means of livelihood 
and for personal satisfaction to the 
blind. His address, like Karterud's 
was translated into English, Ger- 
man, Polish, Italian and Spanish. 
German 
delegates, 
Dr. 
Paul 
Grasernann and Dr. Coarl Strehl, 
advocated more 
thorough educa- 
tion of the blind. 
The conference was under the 


aupices of the American Founda- 
tion for the 
Blind, co-operating 
with the American 
Braille 
Press 
and other organizations.

the first international conference / 
of workers for the blind since the ' 
war.

Fires Continue 


Destroy Florida 


Everglades Soil 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Pla., July 


17—(/P)—Rich, toacx earth of the 
Everglades, requiring 8,000 years to 
form and almost as fertile as the 
soil of the Nile valley, continued to 
burn today, although rains slowed 
up the widespread destruction. 


Glowing like a huge volcano 


crater, eight sections of the vast de- 
posits of decayed vegetable matte 
that stretch across southern Florida 
was slowly being reduced to ash as 
black muck rabbits and rodents ran 
ahead of the approaching fire. 


Alligator hunters, who start brush 


fires in order to locate the burrows 
of their prey, are blamed -for the 
conflagration. 
Thousands of alli- 
gators have been killed during re- 
cent weeks to meet the market for 
hides. 
- 
x 
Although rains yesterday black- 


ened the fire, much more precipi- 
tation will be required to stop It. 
Meanwhile various local agencies 
are seeking to raise funds for 
fighting the blaze. The Everglades 
drainage board recently abandoned 
all fire control because of lack of 
funds and jurisdiction. 
Federal soil experts say the Ever- 
glades were formed over a period 
of 8,000 years through decay of 
vegetation. In dry weather the soil 
cracks open and fire starts easily to 
a great depth. Burned areas are 
rendered useless.

Economics Bureau Shows 


Similarity of Past 


Depressions. 


WASHINGTON. July 17—MV- If 
history repeats itself, the business 
depression soon will relinquish its 
crushing grip on the country. 
The economics bureau in the agri- 


culture department said today it had 
found, in tracing similarities in past 
business depressions, that the fluc- 
tuations in the periods 1878-1895 and 
1914-1931 were analogous. Thus, it 
added a revial of business in the 
near future is suggested. 
From a low of 80 per cent in June, 


1894, business rose to about 98 in 
January, 1895, the bureau said. In the 
next quarter, it added, a decline 
dropped the index to slightly below 
90, but a rise followed, bringing busi- 
ness to about 106 in the autumn of 
1895.A low of 71 was recorded in Jan- 
uary in the present depression. The 
indicator went to 77 in the first 
quarter of this year, but the chart 
for the second quarter is incomplete. 


Note Similarities. 


Comparing the chart for the, 1858- 


1877 period with the 1915-1931 pe- 
riod, the bureau said striking simi- 
larities stood out.

added, "that of 1864-65 being accom- 
panied by a business depression in 
1365, and that Of 1920-1921 by a de- 
pression in 1921. 
"Eight years later .after periods 


marked by recoveries and minor re- 
cessions, industrial booms developed, 
one in 1873 ,the other in 1929. The 
depression following 1873 lasted for 
about five years, when the boom of 
1879-1880 set in. The current depres- 
sion has been on for a year and a 
half. 
"Dlring the two post-war periods, 


commodity prices declined from a 
level or about 240 to 120 in about ten 
years, the post Civil war decline be- 
ing fairly continuous, the post World 
war decline being interrupted by a 
period of relative stability from 1922 
to 1929." 
The bureau added 
the 1914-1931 


period fluctuations compared with 
those of 1878-1895 indicating similar 
conditions.

South Dakota officials estimated 
that tourists took more than $22,- 
000,000 into the state in ,1928.

O'Connell.

STATE NOT TO 


PAY DISTRICTS 


Get No Tuition for Chil- 


dren Federal Officers 


and Others. 


On advice of the attorney general, 


State Auditor George W. Marsh will 
refuse to pay claims against the 
temporary school fund of Nebraska 
which four school districts have pre- 
sented for tuition of children in 
families of officers and enlisted men 
in the United States army, navy, 
and marine corps, under authority of 
an act passed by the last legislature 
as house roll No. 445. 


Two legal objections have been 


raised against the claims, both of 
which Attorney General Sorensen 
regard; as valid. One is that the leg- 
islature made no appropriation of 
money to pay them. The other is 
that H. R. 445, purporting to author- 
ize payment out of the temporary 
school fund, did not amend any part 
of the law governing the semi-an- 
nual distribution of this fund; and 
therefore, in the" absende of any spe- 
cific amendment, the _ state super- 
intendent should follow the same 
procedure as before, disregarding the 
new enactment. 
'The Lincoln school district 
was 
one, of the four claimants, its bill 
being $92 for tuition of 10 children 
after March 25, when the act was 
approved by the governor, with the 
emergency'clause. District No. 71 of 
Dawes county asked $411 for 42 
pupils' instruction during the same 
period. Two claims were received 
from Sarpy county— $324 from Fort 
Crook for 38 children, and rural dis- 
trict No. 40 sought to collect $77 
for 9 pupils. 


This made a total of $904 which 


was to be taken out of the tempor- 
ary school fund before making the 


allotment for July to all 
districts 
throughout 
the 


regular 
eligible 
state. 


The attorney general's opinion 


quotes the following sentence from 
section 25, article 3, of the consti- 
tution: 


"No money shall be drawn from 


the treasury except in pursuance of 
a specific appropriation 
made by 


law." . _ 


Since there was no specific appro- 


priation in this instance, and as the 
legislature did not amend or repeal 
the old law relating to semi-annual 
allotments of school money, the 
opinion concludes: 
"I doubt whether, as things now 


are, payment of these claims out of 
any funds now available can be 
compelled until a specific appropria- 
tion has been made for the purpose, 
or until the law governing the use 
of the temporary school fund has 
been amended so as to provide that 
tuition claims such as those you 
mention may be paid out of that 
fund." 
Persistent attempts to make the 
state liable for tuition of children in 
the families of army, navy, and ma- 
rine officers and enlisted men have 
been made in several legislative ses- 
sions by Mrs. Mabel Gillespie, repre- 
sentative from Sarpy county. H. R. 
445, which passed the 1929 lawmak- 
ing assembly, was introduced by her. 
It was intended particularly for the 
benefit of the Fort Crook district 
and district No. 40 in that county.

ON FARM NEEDS 


Urges Concentration On 


Domestic Instead of 


World Markets. 


Cites Growing Russian 


Competition in 
Foreign Trade. 


The 
future' of 
the 
American 
wheat grower depends altogether 
upon the application to his busi- 
ness of the principles applied by 
commerce and industry to their af- 
fairs, C. B. Steward, secretary of 
the Nebraska Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, told members of the Ki- 
wanis club at their luncheon Fri- 
day noon at the chamber of com- 
merce. They also must forget about 
world markets, he declared, and 
concentrate on supplying the domes- 
tic market 
through their own 


marketing machinery, as provided 
for under the provisions of the 
federal farm marketing act. 
"The sooner the American farm- 
ers get on a domestic basis the 
better it will be. During the ten 
years since the World war, there 
has been an increase of 682,000,000 
bushels or 24 per cent, in the 
world production, in the face of a 
declining consumption. 
"In the United States there has 
been an average annual increase, 
of 149,200,000 bushels, of 22 per 
cent increase, in spite of the world 
wide declining consumption." 


Cites Russian Dumping:. 


On top of this. Mr. Steward 
pointed out. Russia has entered the 
field with her live year ^program 
of mass production, ''and they are 
putting it over" on government 
farms. "As a. result Russia is dump- 
ing her grain on American markets 
at any price to meet her obligation 
and establish her credit." 


In pointing out the faults of fu- 
ture grain marketing practices, Mr. 
Steward declared, "I am not con- 
demning the practice. It is legiti- 
mate business procedure, and nec- 
essary to our present day com- 
merce, and is built on sound busi- 
ness principles."

Explanation Fails to 


Justify 'Honorarium,' 


Officials Cliam. 


In an effort to clear up the facts 
regarding T,he $25 "honorarium" she 
was to get for making a commence- 
ment talk to graduates of the train- 
ing high school at Chadron state 
normal school on May 28, Mrs. 
Myrtle Musser, woman legislator 
from Sheridan county, seems to have 
made the situation worse than it 
was before. 


Several days ago Auditor G. W. 
Marsh turned down the bill for that 
amount presented in the regular 
batch of claims from the Chadron 
institution which were allowed by 
the normal board at its meeting 
here last Monday. He did this be- 
cause the constitution of Nebraska 
says that no member of the legis- 
lature shall be interested in any 
unadjusted claim against the state, 
or receive any pay or perquisites 
other than the regular salary and 
mileage attached to his office. 
In a letter written from her home 


in Rushville, Mrs. Musser has since 
informed the auditor that this $25 
allowance made to her was not a 
"claim" against the state nor pay- 
ment o'f any kind. 


Presented As "Gift." 
It was presented to me as a gift," 
she declared, and was not compen- 
sation for any service rendered." 


This raises a new question—the 
right of any state officer or employe 
having custody of its funds to give 
away public money. Auditor Marsh 
and Deunty Auditor Parsons do not 
think anyone has such power. The 
constitution and laws say that no 
money shall be paid from the treas- 
ury exceyt for services rendered, or 
furnished, and all vouchers must so 
state. Nowhere is any authority 
found to distribute 
largesse from 


the state's cash pile. 
In emergencies, such as the pres- 
ent grasshopper plague in certain 
counties, the state does extend cash 
relief to persons in need. This is 
done as a matter of public policy, 
the same as county aid to indigent 
persons. But when it comes to cash 
donations for members of the legis- 
lature, Auditor Marsh draws the 
line. 


Oath Prohibits Accepting Gifts. 
The official oath taken by state 
senators and representatives when 
they enter upon their duties binds 
them not to accept or receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any money or 
other valuable thing from any ^cor- 
poration, company, or person, or 
any promise of office, for any of- 
ficial act or influence (for any vote 
I may give or -withhold on any bill, 
resolution or appropriation)."

HOPPER POISON 


Northern Counties May 


Want Additional Aid 
To Continue Fight. 


A delegation of officials from the 


grasshopper infested northern coun- 
ties was expected to call on Gov- 
ernor Charles W. Bryan Friday 
afternoon to ask additional state 
aid for their counties with which 
to purchase poison to fight the in- 
sect pests. 
W. H. O'Garn, state represent- 


ative from Laurel in Cedar county, 
was at the statehouse Friday morn- 
ing, awaiting arrival in the after- 
noon of Senators George Koster 
and Crist Andersen and possibly 
others ft>r a conference with the 
governor. 


Representative O'Gara indicated 
that the group would probably ask 
further state aid. 
Two carloads of poison have al- 
ready been usefl in Cedar county, 
Mr. O'Gara said, where the hoppers 
have now spread clear to 
the 


southern part of the county. They 
are worst, he said, in the northern 
part of the county, but are doing 
serious damage throughout. 
Small Grain Worst Hurt. 


In some cases farmers delayed 


cutting their grain a day or two 
and then found the grasshoppers 
had invaded the fields so heavily 
that cutting the grain wouldn't 
3'ield enough of a crop to pay for 
the binder twine. Small grain has 
been hit most severely. 


Mr. O'Gara described how he fol- 


lowed one carload of poison down 
through the county and distributed 
478 sacks to farmers along 
the 
route. This car went from Crofton 
to Coleridge, stopping along the way 
at Laurel, 
Belden, Randolph, 
Pordyce, Hartington. St. Helena, 
Obert, Wynot and Magnet. 


About 100 farmers were given the 


poison free. They signed state- 
ments to that effect and that they 
were without funds to buy poison. 
Mr. O'Gara had the statements 
ready to turn over to the governor. 
There will be some loss of cattle 


in pastures, due to the poison, Mr. 
O'Gara feared, but said no state 
remuneration would be asked.

BREAK IN HEAT 
WAVE FORECAST 


Everybody was just a little bit 


happier yesterday. Stocks were a lit- 
tle better here. German bonds were 
stronger. You could borrow money 
for speculating in Wall street at VA 
per cent a year. But even so, only 
1,500,000 shares were bought and 
sold. 


Something is to be done about the 


crisis in Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries. France, Britain and 
Uncle Sam, represented by Secretary 
of State Stimson, will hold a confer- 
ence in London on Monday, and see 
what can be done to help the weak 
Brothers. In addition to France, 
Great Britain and the United States, 
ihe London conference will include 
Italy, Belgium and Germany. We, 
needless to say, are expected to 
mng our pocketbook, and everybody 
will be polite—until later. 


France is understood to insist that 


whatever else is done, there must be 
provision for "French safety " 


Germany has great intelligence, 


power, population, scientific ability. 
The French never lost their desire 
to beat, and, if possible, to destroy 
Germany, after the French defeat 
in 1870. It is reasonable to assume 
that Germans have their minds on' 
avenging some day, the defeat of the 
great war. 
Every American, if he wishes, may 


add his pious hope for French 
safety, on condition that nobody 
tries to tie up the United States with 
agreements or guarantees for the 
future. One thing at a time is 
enough.

SERVICE WITHOUT 


A SERVANT 


When one is without a maid it is 


not so easy to have each detail of 
service perfect.. .and to get foods 
to the table piping hot when they 
should be, or uce versa. There are, 
however, many little short cuts to 
attractive service that can be prac- 
ticed with prof it... among them 
these few suggestions pertaining to 
breakfast: 


In a lively family this meal is 


perhaps the most unruly one of the 
day, with everyone coming to table 
at the last moment, restless to be 
off as soon as possible Then it is 
that the homemaker must manage 
to wear her most serene manner, 
and to have all things arranged for 
conveniences as well as for dainti- 
ness. 


At breakfast in the house -without 


a maid, the frut course may be put 
upon the table before the family as- 
sembles, so that as many steps as 
possible uill be sved after the meal 
has once begun. 
For the first service of hot but- 


tered toast, do not attempt to toast 
an individual piece of bread for 
each person, but have ready on a 
bread tray or basket which has been 
lined with a napkin, sufficient toast 
to make the first round. The nap- 
kin folded lightly over the toast will 
keep it sufficiently warm to be 
agreeable to all. If YOU use a toaster 
at the table, try to have it placed 
conveniently on a little side table, 
where the one who attends it may 
reatih it easily. The smallest mem- 
ber of a nest of tables is good for 
the purpose. Toasting directly on 
the breakfast table invariably cre- 
ates a dense of confusion, crumbs 
and heat. 


An electric percoltor is a wonder- 


ful possession for the house without 
a maid, permitting the coffee to be 
made at the table and to be kept 
piping hot without trips to the 
kitchen 
The homemaker will of 


course preside at the coffee urn, 
having first placed her coffee cups 
conveniently before her, with a 
spoon on each saucer. 


While the tea wagon is no longer 


a fashionable piece of furniture, it 
is and always has been one of the 
best servnts that the house without 
a maid can have...and it is espe- 
cially helpful at breakfast, where it 
may stand beside the hostess, ready 
to provide extra china or to receive 
the fruit plates, cereal dishes and 
what not as the family finish with 
them. It is now possible to procure 
quite small, dainty looking tea wag- 
ons that will perform adequately 
Or, if you like it better, the cura'te 
or old-time muffin stand will do 
almost as well.

The better 
plan is to wash the greens, shake 
them in a salad bag or covered jar 
and set them in the refrigerator. 


Especially in homes it is often the 
cook's custom to place mixed'veg- 
etables or fruits upon lettuce, adding 
only a top dressing of cream, may- 
onnaise or oil and vinegar. 
For 
some tastes this treatment leaves 
the salad flat and lacking smooth- 
ness 
The fault can be prevented 


by first blending the 
ingredients 


with a small amount of French 
Dressing. When ready to serve, place 
on the cnsp lettuce and add the 
final diessing. 


Vinegar and salt have a tendency 


to wilt lettuce, endive cress and 
similar greens. 
Do not, therefore, 


place on them the mixed salad 
foundation or the final dressing un- 
til just before serving.

That which we know as the for- 
mal service of dinner or luncheon 
exacts that every detail of cere- 
monious convention be followed pre- 
cisely. But throughout the length 
and breadth of this land of ours—in 
big houses and little houses, in 
houses owned by people of great for- 
tune as well as those whose for- 
tune—measured in dollars—is not 
great at all, meals family alone are 
served 
according to the service 


known as "American." 
This because the great majority 


of homeloving Americans like the 
homeliness of serving and carving 
at table, no matter how many serv- 
ants they may employ. And for the 
house that is run with one maid, the 
American service Is especially prac- 
tical. 
Beginning at the beginning, there- 


fore, the table must be larger than 
the table set for the formal service, 
because room must be left for the 
tea service or soup tureen at one 
end. and for the meat or fish plat- 
ter at the other, and quite probably 
for the vegetable dishes in between. 
Otherwise the setting is much the 
same. 
Let us consider in detail the serv- 
ice of lunch. Let us say the first dish 
is something served in individual 
dishes. These little dishes are all 
brought m on a tray. The maid 
passes them around the table, be- 


ginning with a guest on the right of 
the hostess, or with the oldest -mem- 
ber of the family. On no account 
may a hostess be served first—un- 
less no woman guest is present. She 
is served before her daughters, if 
they live at home. But if they are 
married and come in for a meal 
they should be served before their 
mother, who is in this case their 
hostess. 
At the end of the course the httle 


dishes and the service plates under 
them are removed two at a time. 
(The formal rule against leaving any 
place plateless does not apply.) 
Meanwhile the hostess pours tea 
or coffee or chocolate. The meat 
course is put before the host or a 
member of the family or an intimate 
friend\ who takes his place. Accord- 
ing to one method of service, the 
maid puts one hote plate in front 
of him (or her) who, having carved, 
now serves a helping for the first 
person to be served. The maid takes 
the plate of food in her left hand 
and puts down a fresh hot plate 
with her right hand. And then she 
takes the plate with the serving on 
it where she is told, "For Mrs. 
Jones," or "For Miss Mary," and so 
on.In a simpler method of service a 
stack of hot plates is put in front of 
the one who carves and the maid 
lifts each plate as it is served and 
takes it to the one for whom it is 
intended. 


She then passes 
the vegetables 


Again, at a simple family table (es- 
pecially if the family is a very big 
one), the vegetable dishes are passed 
from hand to hand—to the Tight or 
to the left, it doesn't matter. 


Before dessert, the tea tray is 
taken away, as well as the salt and 
pepper pots, the table is crumbed 
and dessert is set before the hostess, 
who serves it All plates are put on 
or earned away by the maid, one in 
each hand. She must not pile one 
plate upon another—except when a 
f 
*i stack is pL.ced in front of the 
hostess or the host. And she should 
never hold a lot of plates in one 
arm and deal them as though they 
were cards.

The cook or

fruiterer, and the like do not call at 
the house. With her bag the sen-ant 
eo»s first to one barrow or vendor 
Ind to the next, bargaining, visiting 
and filling her bag for the day. 
Often she saves many francswhicn, 
in all right belong to her There is 
no book of expenses or budgeting to 
annoy the mistress The maid has 
the sole responsibility of this part 
of the home and of making ends 
meet. 
Another point of interest 
in 


France is the great number o,. men 
who do indoor work...without loss 
of dignity. A family is quite as likely 
to have a man-of-work as a woman. 
He sweeps, cooks, and keeps things 
going nicely and enjoys it. No is he 
considered any less a real man than 
those who are engaged in other oc- 
cuptions. Possibly this is one reason 
why our best chefs are of French 
extraction. 


On the whole there is not in the 
wealthy homes of France the staff 
of -servants that one finds in Eng- 
land, for the institution of the stay- 
ing guest and the week-end guest is 
almost non-existent. A letter of in- 
troduction in France does not give 
more than very formal hospitality 
or entertainment French people are 
not given to sociability of the type 
that is instinctive in Italy or Eng- 
land, or here. Calls are made, of 
course, but even among their own, 
visiting is not common. In America, 
England, people of a community 
soon know everyone else. Not so in 
France. If you are introduced they 
are particularly polite and gracious 
...but not. as we say. "chummy." 
From my experience I would say 
that the French are a nation of 
careful spenders. In England or 
America the home of the average 
woman is her paradise and she is 
continually refurnishing and fixing 
it. In France, after the home is once 
established...that is that. The men. 
except in rare cases, control their 
own as well as their wife's income, 


if they have one . .and they are 
prone not to spend it. 


Leisurelmess is another French 
attribute. To the American, it seems 
hopeless, this hatred of hurry. So 
much time is taken on matters that 
apparently are trivial that we can- 
not understand it. Even the consid- 
eration of taking a train is a matter 
of import, and is so planned that 
there is no hustle nd bustle. 
French women are good customers, 


but again this taking of tune is 
paramount. They will take days to 
make a decision when purchasing a 
hat, shoes, or garment. But once 
bought (American merchants ap- 
plaud at this point) ttu purchase 
is certain to be a good value and 
satisfactory. Rarely is it—as in our 
o^n country—"taken back" or ex- 
change requested.

SAVING WITHOUTSCRIMPING

economy. It is 
highly nutritive, 
and the salt 
water fish is a 
valuable source 
of iodine. A 
g r e a t e r con- 
sumption would reduce the cost of 
living, no doubt. 
In buying fish... always insist 


upon freshness. And to know what 
constitutes 
freshness 
you 
must 
know the characteristics of fresh 
fish 
The skin and color sl.ould 
be bright and nut dull, spotted or 
slimy 
The scales should adhere 
strongly. The eyes should be clear 
and not yellowish, grey or brown. 
The flesh should be firm and 
elastic, not flabby or soft. The fish 
should smell fresh...and a fresh 
fish usually sings when placed in 
water. Study these points, and the 
next time you buy fish, apply 
them. It will surprise you to see 
how soon you learn to tell at a 
glance whether or not fish really 
is fresh. 
. 
Most fish are at their best just 
before the spawning season. Know 
the season at which the fish in 
the markets are at their best, and 
they will be found to be most 
economical. We all seem to know 
the season for such fish as oysters, 
crabs 
clams, salmon, shad, and 
similar types; but also remember 
that other fish have their natural 
season, and make it a point to 
find out when it is due. 
After 
economy 
in marketing 
comes the question of economy in 
preparation. 
Whatever fish you 
buy for your meal, remember that 
there is one way that is most 
suitable for its preparation There 
are fish which may be boiled with 
a small amount of vinegar -which 
makes the flesh more firm, others 
may be baked or sauted after hav- 
ing been rolled in flour or corn 
meal, steamed, or even prepared in 
other 
ways. Become acquainted 
with these various methods of 
cooking fish so that the best pos- 
sible results may be obtained 
Many times bits of fish are left 
over. There are countless ways in 
which these may be used...per- 
haps in fish-balls or in a salad, in 
sandwiches, en casserole, and in 
many other ways The following is 
an interesting recipe for those who 
enjoy curried dishes: 
Cumed Fish. 
Two cups of cooked fish: two 
hard-boiled eggs; one cup boiled 
rice, two tablespoons flour; three 


tablespoons butter; two cups milk; 
one and a half teaspoons curry 
powder, one teaspoon chutney; one 
teaspoon salt. 
Remove any 1 ones or skin 'rom 


the fish. Blend the butter and 
flour in a saucepan over a low 
flame, then stir in the curry, chut- 
ney, 
and salt. Gradually add the 
milk stirring constantly until the 
mixture thickens, then add the 
rice, the hard-cooked eggs rubbed 
through a sieve, and mix carefully 
Serve with small pieces of toasted 
bread.

The peace caravan was dispatched 


by the league after its annual con- 
vention which ended m Hollywood 
June 21. Since that time the car 
carrying three women interested in 
world peace has passed through six 
states enroute to the national capi- 
tol and has been received all alone; 
the way bv governors, mayors, city 
officials, organizations and church 
representatives. 


Miss Gorton Friday described the 
purposes of the organization and 
explained how it is working to se- 
cure world p_eace. 
Seeks Universal Disarmament 
In August 1929, she said, 
the 
league held its international con- 
gress at Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
and discussed how to make the Kel- 
logg peace pact a reality. Convinced 
that after war was '•enounced as an 
instrument of national policy the 
next step was to renounce the arma- 
ments of war, this congress formu- 
lated a plan of action and decided 
to have the twenty-six sections of 
the league in the various nations 
petition their governments to call a 
disarmament conference as soon as 
possible. After the conference, the 
executive committee drew up a peti- 
tion for universal disarmament—the 
ultimate object of the league. 
This petition was later translated 
into almost every known language, 
Miss Gorton said, and is now being 
circulated by the Women's Interna- 
tional league in forty countries. 
Miss Gorton is an ardent support- 


er of the league's j. ace program. "A 
race of armaments," she said, "only 
brings about a state of war. And

of Sixteenth street" and she 
had 


dwelled for 52 years in a huge, 
brown stone and 
walled mansion 


cnown as the "Henderson castle" on 
the fashionable thoroughfare. 
She was a familiar figure to all 
Washington people. Regardless 
of 


the weather, the white haired wom- 
an regularly took, her drives about 
the city for recreation. 


Had Unique Position. 


The vidow of the late Senator 
John Brook Henderson of Missouri, 
and friend of Abraham Lincoln, she 
occupied a unique position in cap- 
ital affairs. She enjoyed the friend- 
ship or personal acquaintance of 
fifteen 
presidents and 
fourteen 


"first ladies of the land." She for 
many jears was widely known in 
diplomatic circles throughout the 
world, being an excellent hostess 
and able to converse in several dif- 
ferent languages. 


Although her husband left a large 
estate, she augmented it 
through 
real estate transactions. He died in 
1913. 
Shortly thereafter she bought 


300 lots near her castle, determ- 
ined to establish an "embassy row." 
She constructed a large number of 
the fine buildings now occupied by 
embassies and legations. 
In 1926 she led a crusade against 
short skirts. She was a prohibition- 
ist and after the eighteenth amend- 
ment was enacted, she destroyed 
her late husband's choice liquors, 
valued at hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


Left Litigation. 


Mrs. Henderson's death left Tin- 
settled in court two litigations in- 
volving her vast estate including an 
effort by Mrs. Beatrice Henderson 
Wholean. an adopted granddaugh- 
ter, to prevent her from, giving a 
residence to the government as a 
vice president's official home. 
Until Mrs. Wholean took this ac- 
tion, she had been accepted inter- 
nationally as Mrs. Henderson's blood 
granddaughter. Tne dowager dis- 
closed Mrs. Wholean was an adopt- 
ed foundling, when Mrs. Wholean 
asked the District of Columbia Su- 
preme court to remove the elder 
woman as executrix of the estate. A 


week ago, Justice Proctor in a de- 
ision refused, in effect, to set aside 
ae adoption of Mrs. Wholean, but 
ssued no order.
